Allds, once the ¢entral figure in a sen- 
sational bribery trial before the Senate, 
which ended by his conviction, was the 
cnly conspicuous absentee of the crowd 
that had been in evidence at the open- 
ing session.

NEW FORT BILL PASSES. 


‘Measure, Appropriating $2,500,000, 
Will Cause Injunction to be Vacated. 


ALBANY, April 3—Governor Whit- 
man announced tonight that a bill ap- 
pPropriating $2,500,000, or as much of 
the amount as. needed, for the payment 
for land wanted by the Government for 
fortification purposes at Rockaway 
Feint, would be signed by him tomorrow 
morning: This, he said, would remove 
all obstacles that have’ prevented the 
State from seizing the land.

can do no otherwise. Gop ‘help. us,” 
must, indeed, express our attitude in 
assuming these vast responsibilities. 

While no President has been more 
ériticised, Mr. Witson has had the 
vindication of events from time. to 
tite, and the faults imputed to: him 
tiave had the merit of taenifést qura- 
bility at every stage. If he had made 
a mistake in plunging the country into 
neddiéss war ft was’ irrétrievablé: But 
Keeping out until the last possible 
minute not only gave him the advan- 
tage of time and opportunity for 
peaceful settlement, but also, if that 
proved impossible, ripened the situa- 
tion for war by cumulative, evidence 
of Prussian barbarity. He won a dip- 
lomatic victory and new respite from, 
the.impatient by Berlin’s suspension of. 
submarine outlawry {n 1916: And then 
upon his breaking off relations a few 
weeks ago the country rallied to him. 
By precipitate action he would have 
deprived himeelt of the last fall justi- 
fication which the march of events 
brought to his hand—the revolution in 
Russia. That fortified him with the 
ground of appeal for democracy 
against autocracy, upon which he took 
an impregnable position in nis address 
to. Congress. 

But there had been one danger and 
one féar, and only one from the Lusi- 

onward, and that was that the 
courttry Would decline in spirit, and 
that. when the time came, as come it 
taust, in the view of many of us, to 
take. our stand at. whatever sacrifice 
for humanity. and country, we would 
fail to react to those impulses which 
make the soul of a nation. That dan-{ 
get is past, if it ever existed, and we 
can look each other in the eye stead- 
ily and fearlessly as America moves 
splendidly to her place in the line that 
“defends civilization. We come at the 
moment perhaps of greatest need and 
usefulness to the Allies, as well as Pos- 
sibie helpfulness. to the: German’ peo- 
pile, if they!

Woorrow Wris0er {fs in many ways 
unlike others, and for that he may 
suffer in the temporary jidgment of 
his fellows. Perhaps he is deficient in 
gregarious inetinct. Another fn. his 
place would have ‘moré corisulted, 
more commutiicated, would bave asked 
the cheer of comradeship along the 
road which he has traveled atone. But 
now that. the course has been deter- 
mined, we can gil see the cause of his 
preecoupation. He looked upward. He 
steered not by compass, but by the 
North Star, which fs a double star. 
His eyés were fixed on Democracy 
and Peace—an enduring peace founded 
upen @ world democracy. 

FOR MORE SPRING WHEAT. 

Farmers in our Northwestern States 
should use every available acre for 
wheat. Reports. from Winter-wheat 
States are not encouraging: A small 
increase of acreage had promised har- 
vest gains, but ft is now known that 

4 considerable part of the seeded. area 
will. yiel€. little or nothing. Kaneas 
may not have more than half a trop. 
In two-thirds, of the State the normal 
éstimate has been cut down moré than 
50 percent. Farmers in Southern Ne- 
braska lowe three-quarters ‘of their 

acreage. They have been plowing up 
the seeded: tracts and sowing oats be- 
cause they could not. get seed wheat. 
At & inegting of bankers and crop ex- 
perts in Omaha last week a committee 
was appointed to find ft for them, In 
other States plows ate going through 
the wheat fields. A. leading crop’ au- 
thority. publishes ap estimate’ which 
places ‘the Winter. wheat: yield much 
below that of last year, which: was de- 
fictent. This bad news from the farms 
has raised the price of. wheat at Chi- 
cago to only # fraction less than $2 
bushel, while corn is selling at. $1.22, 
the Highest figures in ‘fifty years. 

In foreign countries/* where : there 
was » large reduction of wheat output 
last year, the conditions are, unfavor- 
able. < Such estimates as have. been 
made ‘point to a greater shortage. In 
France the seeded area has been cut 
down by 15.per cent. A Government 
officer said three weeks ago: in the 
Chamber of Deputies that in the com- 
{ng crop. year the nation would reed 
127,000,000 bustiels from abroad, and 
that the crops of all the Entente Allies, 
Would be 560,000,000 bushels Jess than 
their requirements, while he could see 

@ foreign. ‘exportable. surplus. of jonly 
300, 000,000. Exports to Europe from 
Argentina have recently been nearly 
100,000,000 bushels a year, but an 
embargo there: now prevents ship- 
ménts: This: year’s crop was a fail- 
ure, and much that survived _the 
drought’ has ‘been taken by locusts. 
Reserves in our own country are smail. 
It was recently estimated that ‘not 
more than 60,000,000 bushels could be 








spared in. the next four months. At 


the present.rate of shipments, all. that 
we do not need will ‘BO out before the 
new cfop comes. 

There remains the ‘esl in: our 
Northwestern Spring wheat tes. 
Foreign nations, with which, we are 
now associated in the war, will need 
our wheat. They cannot get enough 
of tt now. Ard it will be needed at 
home. No acre in those States where 
wheat will grow should be neglected. 
Patriotism calls for the widest possible 
cultivation. There will be ample re- 
ward in prices. ,

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There are many people who read 
Tus Truss who have resources of one 
sort. or another that should be. utilized 
to the limit for producing foodstuffs 
during the current growing season. I 
implore you as a citizen-patriot to ex- 
ercige your initiative and good sense to 
put these resources to work on the- 
critically, important farm job. Do not 
leave’ it to him-—accept ft that this: 
means you. 

You who have’ land, equipment and 
financial resources get out, additional 
acres of Spring grains, corn and pota- 
toes by breaking up some unproductive 
acres of meadow pasture or ‘“ fallow.” 
Give a Donus.to your hired man to 
Fwork at plowing and-edriy seeding ten 
hours in the field on week days, and 
five hours in the field ‘on Sunday. Ex- 
haust your initiative in getting the best 
seed possible of the best strain for 
yeur locality... Do not scant the amount 
of seeds. Treat seed if advised for dis- 
e286, prepare the ground thoroughly, 
plant welt with proper drill and fer- 
tiltizer:’ Thon follow up with advised 
cultivation. If you have hobbies forget 
them this year. 

You who have lands and equipment, 
but’ are short on financial resources, 
may get help as néver before to under- 
write any. reasonable effort you may 
Propoge. Resdive to make that semi- 
abandoned. New York State, New Jer-. 
sey or New England farm blossom out 
in late sweet corn, buckwheat, cabbages 
and turnips, and that resolve will ob- 
tain its needed sinews of war at: the 
local bank. 

You who have lands make an effort 
to have them used. Announce the fact 
locally and publicly that your land is 
held in trust this year for him or her, 
young or old, who will ‘undertake a 
reasonable garden or farming program 
thereon. 

You who are free for farm work, man 
or woman,' boy or girl, get work. If 
the contract does not comé to you, go 
after it. The State Bureau of Farm 
Lands and Labor at Albany, the De- 
| Dartment - of Farm Practice, College of 
Agriculture, Ithaca, N. Y., and other 
agencies are on the lookout for farm 
help. 

Many of us of the city can help our- 
selves to a tenth of our living by man- 
ning a small garden area. Many of 
us are privileged to offer our lots for 
gardening purpoges to a neighbor or a 
distant needy family. 

Most of us can démand entire wheat 
flour bread, many of us ean relish 
graham flotr bread and thereby each 
can save during the year nét less than 
one bushel of wheat. We of the city 
who may not produce wheat may by 
patristically demanding “war bread ” 
render an equivalent in saving it.

MEN NOW ENLISTED 
TO DRAW SALARIES 


But Employers Face Heavy 
Drain if a Great Army 
Is Needed. 


AWAIT ACTION BY CONGRESS 


Meanwhile Many Corporations Adopt 
Same Policy as When Men 
Were Called to Border. 


Many banks, trust companies, and 
other large corporations will pursue. the 
same policy in, paying salaries of em- 
ployes who, as members of the National 


‘| Guard, are called to serve in the war 


with Germany as was done in the call 
to the Mexiean border. Some have al- 
ready taken action to provide for the 
care of the families or the dependents 
of their men now injthe National Guard 
who are summoned ‘to, military service. 
Among these are J. Morgan & Co., 
Ladenburg, Thalman “ Co., American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
Western nion Telegraph Company, 
Consolidated. Gas Company, and the 
Edison Company. 

This policy will cost corporations who 
are large employers of men hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. The American 
Telephone Company d out in salaries 
to men serving on e border $284,194, 
the - Interborough Rapid Transit C 
pany paid $61,800, the New York Rail- 
ways Compan $34,212, and the Con- 
solidated Gas Company $20,000 a month. 
This indicates how heavily this cost 
would run should an army of a million 
or more men be called for. The Presi- 
dent of one of the largest banks in the 
city, which had the question up yester- 
day as to the payment of the salaries of 
employes under a call for heavy enlist- 
ment, said: 

‘We have decided to postpone any 
action for one week, to see what Con- 
gress does. If there should be gomecetp- 
tion on a large scale it would naturally 
affect our decision, though we are dis- 
posed to meet the Situation with every 
possible liberality 

Robert E. Tevinaston, Director of Pub- 
licity of the Consolidated Gas Company, 
said his company would wait to see 
what the Government. did before it 
made a decision as to the payment of 
men should conscription or some other 
means of raising a large army be 
ado’ ted. 

e have 120 men already called to 
service whose salaries we are paying, 
and another question of importance 
comes up should an army of 1,000,000 
or more be called for. This is maintain- 
ing our ‘service. We have at least 

6,000,000 people a day depending on us 
for light and heat. If we adopted a 
policy that overstimulated the _ enlist- 
ment of our jemployes we would really 
be overreachfmg our purpose, for it is 
just as important in war time that this 
pg city served with light and heat 

peace. Of course we want to be 
ace as Piiberal on this score as possible.” 

The same position is taken by the 
American Telephone and _ Telegraph 
Company, which, in a notice sent to 
heads of departments, calls attention 
to the importance of the Bell telephone 
service to the military authorities and 
to the necessity of maintaining its high 
efficiency. Employes enlisted in the 
National Guard on Naval Militia or 
otherwise under oath for service on 
March 27, will be allowed full pay, less 
the amount paid by the Government, 
until July.1.

The’ Marine: Corps is the oldest ‘mili- 
tary force ’in the service of the Unfted 
States, and has achieved distinction in 
every conflict in which this country has 
been involved. Byt though it is. the4 
first force called into existence—it was 
established by act of Continental Con- 
gress in November of 1775—little is 
known of the nature of its duties by the 
public at large. And this despite the 
fact that among soldiers and sailors the 
marines are envied for the attractive- 
ness of the service to which they are as- 
signed. -
